Group II - Claims 3, 5 and 41, drawn to intravascular 
device, classified in class 623, subclass 1.1;

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Group III - £laims 4 and 12, drawn to intravascular 
filter, classified in class 606, subclass 200; 

Group IV - Claims 6-9 and 42, drawn to expandable 
valve, classified in class 623, subclass 3.1; 

Group V - Claims 12-16, drawn to intravascular filter 
kit, classified in class 606, subclass 195; 

Group VI - Claims 17, 18 and 43-45, drawn to valve 
fixation device, classified in class 606, subclass 151; and 

Group VII - Claims 19-26, drawn to cardiac valve, 
classified in class 623, subclass 3.5.
